DOMESTIC NEWS. 


The P resid en tia l P arty. 


C a m p R o l l in s ( ’-Vy. T ), v ia F o r t W a­ 
s h a k ie {Wy. T.), August 9oh.—Aftor the In- 
liian dance yesterday at our camp, near Fort 
Washakie, 
Captain 
Hayes, 
commanding 
Troop G, Fifth Cavalry, gave the President 
an ex oibition drill, the commands hein given 
by trumpets. 
The drill included the ordinary 
maneuvers by the troops in formation and 
skirmishing, both on horsobeck and on foot, 
and ended with a charge. 
Just after this, 
about 250 mounted Indians, Shoshones and 
Arapahoes, gave a sham-battle, wi'h maneu­ 
vers executed by them iu actual warfare. 
Their horsemanship was superb, nearly every­ 
one riding bareback. 


T H E TENURE IN SEVERALTY qtlE S T IO N . 
Senator Vest, a member of the Senate 
Committee, had an interview with Washakie, 
of the Shtshotea, atd Blackceat, of the 
Arapahoes, about 5 o’clock, there being pres­ 
ent a large body of Indians from both tribes. 
The Senator’s inquiries were directed princi­ 
pally aa to whether the Indians would accept 
a tenure in severalty lestoad of a tenure in 
common, ae now held by them. 
The Senator 
urged them to take these lands, 160 acrc-s to 
each bead of a family, and 80 r.crrs to each 
unmarried Indian. 
They have 2S0 000 acres 
in their reservation, aud about 1,000 Indians, 
both 
tribes 
included. 
and 
under the 
tenure in 
Beveralty 8250.000 in 
interest 
upon the bonds of these lands sold the Gov­ 
ernment. 
All the chiefs seemed against the 
tenure in severalty. 
They were very anxious 
to hn.v8 permission to trade with the post­ 
trader at the fort, which is the only store on 
tte reservation permitted, except the Indian 
trading store, stating that they c uld only 
receive $7 for a buff.tlo robe at their agency 
storr, wl ersas at the military atore they were 
oflared $8 for each one. 


BREAKING CAMr. 
A! 7 o’cl ck sharp, this morning, the Pres­ 
ident and party broke camp and started on 
horseback, with the escort and pack mules 
following, crossing Little Wind river near 
Fort Washakie, halting after eight miles lot 
a five minutes’ rest, then passing a rough and 
broken country with no water a distance of 
nine miles, stopping for a short time oa the 
top of the divide, giving us a fine view of 
Crow Heart Butte and the Bull sna Wind 
and Shoshone mountains. 
From this point 
we passed over a very rooky country, climb­ 
ing and descending alternately high and 
stony hills, until we reached this camp, 
which is situated on Bull Like, a fork of the 
Wind river, and distant from the camp this 
mornii g twenty-one mile?. 
The p.rty are 
all well and e: j yed their ride greatly. 


TH E PR E SID E N T H A P P T . 
The President proved to be a gord horse­ 
man, and came into camp like an oid cam­ 
paigner. 
Immediately after our arrival in 
camp, which is on a beautiful trout stream, 
the Pee* ida at took his rod and scon caught 
tbe first trout, keeping up his old reputation 
r.f boing a fioe fisherman. 
He ei j yj camp 
life very much and is up and out of his tent 
at 5 o’clock each morum g, the first one, and 
with a fl.nnei shirt and a large hat, erj jya it 
with the rest. 
CAMP RO LLIN S, 
Senator Rollins having distinguished him­ 
self in horsemanship on his march of twanty- 
one miles, and in compliment to him. General 
Sheridan named our first ctmp, ‘' Rollins,” 
which honor was thoroughly approved by the 
whole party, who think the Senator in time, 
by the applies lion of a brake and steady 
ridicg, will make as skillful a rider as a cow­ 
boy. 
T h e A m erican F orestry Congress. 
S t. P a u l, August 10th.—The American 
Forrs*ry Congress yesterday morniDg took np 
the Committee on Forest Experimental Sta­ 
tions report. 
Commenting on the decrease of 
State forests, the committee recommends that 
members of this Congress nrga npon their re­ 
spective States the necessity of establishing 
forestry experimental stations; that this 
Congress memorialize the Legislatures of the 
different States to establish these stations ; 
that the Ohio plan of organizing such sta­ 
tions b9 recommended 83 the most suitable, 
and that a Standing Committee on Forestry 
Experimental Stations be appointed. 
The 
Committee on Memorializing State Legisla­ 
tures upon the establi hing of a State Forestry 
Commis8i-<i!, reported a memorial calling at­ 
tention to tlie importance of giving early at­ 
tention to measures for maintaiciug forestry 
supplies ; to the relations existing between a 
due proportion of wood and agricultural 
iauds ; the welfare of the country, its water 
supply, etc. 
In view of the fact that most 
of the settled porti ns of the country is 
owned by individual proprietors, tbe report 
states, the most effective way of promotiog 
tree enUure is iti the diffusion <f correct 
ideas among ihe owners of land. 
This 
end would ba best achieved by the ap­ 
pointment of State Coiumissionn to intro­ 
duce 
new 
varieties cf trees, 
keep the 
people informed 
of the hfst method cf 
tree culture, establish curspries and experi­ 
mental stations, and the h Iding of meetings. 
The Committee on Forestry Education re­ 
ported the buñness opening f r trained for- 
esteiB not such as to encourage a siiffi 'ient 
number of students to support separate 
schools of forestry. 
Such studies should be 
taught, however, in schools for the promo- 
tloa of agriculture, and it might be desirable 
for 3tate institutions to employ lecturers and 
co operate with local societies in their work. 
The agrien!tnral press should be ere mraged 
to devote .«pace to forestry. 
The report adds 
io this connection the following resolution, 
offered by Mr. Mincer, of Illinois: 
Resolved, That this Forestry Congress earnestly 
uree all our industrial colle.-es and normal schools 
to begin at once teaching tree planting, or as soon 
as practicable, the introduction of both the science 
ami art of forestry in the public schools. 
The Congress then discussed forestry legis­ 
lation. 
Congressman Dunaei!. of Miaoesote, 
stited that the people generally did not ap­ 
preciate the alarming rapidity with which 
forests were being destroyed. 
In the evening, the Congress discussed the 
importance of planting end maintaining 
groves of tree», and accepted an invitation of 
the Northern Pecifio Railroad to take au ex­

U u u tiu g lo n 
In terv iew ed . 
N ew Y ork. August 10 .h —C. P. Hunting­ 
ton said today:

T h e 
F i r e L a w s 
o f J a p a n —The se­ 
verity with which persons iu Japan are 
punished who have the misfortune to be 
burned out is stated as follows by the 
Scientific American : 
If the house is occu­ 
pied and is accidentally set on fire, the per­ 
son through whose carelessness the fire is 
Btarted receives ten days’ imprisonment, 
with hard labor ; if it is inhabited and the 
fire be produced by the proprietor, then he 
is punished with twenty days ; if the fire 
spreads to other houses the sentence is 
forty days, and when anybody is killed 
thereby, one degree heavier; but if the 
person killed is a relative of the first de­ 
gree, the puniehment is one hundred 
days ; if the house belongs to the Govern­ 
ment, one hundred d ay s; if a temple, 
from sixty days to one year, but ten years 
are inflicted if it happens to be one of the 
great temples of Isle, or in the precincts of 
the Imperial Palace. 
If a robber sets tire 
unintentionally to a house, he is punished 
with at least three years’ imprisonment, 
with hard labor. 
Decapitation awaits in­ 
cendiaries, ten years’ penal servitude an 
attem pt at arson ; the puniehment being 
mitigated if the would-be incendiary is a 
servant who has just received a sharp re­ 
buke, or if the attempb be made on an un­ 
inhabited dwelling. 
If a man sets fire to 
his own house, ninety days, but if the fire 
spreads to houses in the neighborhood, two 
years and a h alf; and penal servitude for 
life is inflicted if the offender profits by 
the opportunity of the lire to purloin 
goods or property. 


G a t h e r in g S p o n g e s .— A correspondent, 
writing from Cedar Keys, Fla., gives the 
following account of the mode of taking 
sponges on the Gulf cea.-t : About twenty 
miles off the cuast the “ sheep w ool” 
sponge is found in large quantities. H ither 
the fleet repairs when it has sold its pre­ 
vious “ catch ” and laid in their provisions. 
When upon the ground where the water is 
about five or six fathoms, small boats ar« 
lowered, containing two men each. 
One 
sculls slowly, the other lies prone upon his 
breast at the side of the boat. 
In one arm 
he grasps an apparatus, whioh is scarcely 
more than a deep backet, wi.h the bottom 
made of glass, which is inserted in the 
water glass downward. 
In the other hand 
he holds a very slender pole, 20 or 30 feet 
loDg, armed at the end with a doable or 
treble pronged hook, very much like a po­ 
tato hoe. 
It takes a practiced eye, peer­ 
ing through this glass to the depth of 20 or 
30 feet of sea wa.er, not only to see the 
sponges which grow on the rocks or corals, 
but to distinguish between the good and 
the bad. 
W hen one or more are seen 
worthy of being taken, the right arm, 
grown very muscular and skillful by con­ 
stant practice, deftly extracts the sponge 
from its rocky base and brings it to the 
surface. 
Toe exertion is immense. 
Tae 
long, slender pole sways and bends, and 
the sea is not always as quiet as they de­ 
sire. 
The left hand and arm still bolds, 
steadies 
and 
presses 
the water glass, 
through which he must look to guide the 
manipulation of the pole aud hook. 


T r e e P l a n t in g .— Among the memories 
of my boyhood, while under 13 years of 
age, no day has occurred with more fre­ 
quency and satisfaction than that devoted 
to tree planting. 
The maples set out be­ 
fore the homestead, in Litchfield county, 
are now beautiful and stately trees. 
They 
have paid me a thousand fold for the work 
they cost, and added new attractions to the 
cherished spot to whioh I count it a 
privilege to make an annual visit. 
This 
personal incident is given to suggest how 
easily our youth may now provide for a 
like grateful experience. 
New Haven 
owes its beauty and growth largely to the 
taste, liberality and foretight of James 
Hillhousc, 
The Public Green Association, 
which he organized in 1799, raised and ex­ 
pended a little over $1 500 for planting 
elms and grading the green. 
On» of the 
donors gave five gallons of rum, then ap­ 
parently as good as legal tender. 
N ext to 
the location of the Yale College, nothing 
contributed so much to the growth and eo- 
richn ent of New IIav6n as its elms. 
It is 
celebrated in this and other lands as the 
City of Elms. 
Its magnificent avenues of 
stately trees, surpassing even the famous 
U uter den Linden of Berlin, have enhanced 
its reputation for taste, beauty and ele 
gance, and thus attracted many wealthy 
and desirable residents, and greatly in 
creased the taxable value of all the prop 
erty in the city. 
New Haven virtually re 
ceives an annual income from her elmB far 
greater than their entire original cost.

T h e G l a c ia l E r a .—Profeesur W right, 
of Oberlin, has lately been investigating 
anew the signs of the glacial period in 
America, and finds that the great sheet of 
ice must have covered the territory be 
tween its northern limit at Alleghany coun­ 
ty, N. Y., southwest through Pennsylva­ 
nia, entering Ohio a few miles north of the 
Ohio river, which it crossed on the line be­ 
tween Campbell and Pendleton counties, 
K y., and recrossed, near the southern 
boundary of Dearborn county, Ind. 
All 
this territory bears marks of glaoial action, 
and is dotted all over with bowlders, which 
now lie hundreds of miles south of their 
source. 
When the glacier extended across 
the Ohio it must have formed a dam from 
fire to six hundred feet high. 


Sunday is the best market day. 
'When 
I awoke at dawn I heard the throb of the 
darabuka down in the place below, aud the 
innumerable hum of traffic ; and when I 
looked out I saw that the Soko was swarm­ 
ing like an ant hill. 
W hen we deecended 
into the motley throng, the business of the 
day was in fall blast. The beggars followed 
us ab o u t; the snake oharmers and story­ 
tellers had already formed rings of delight­ 
ed spectators ; women clad in coarse white 
stuff, with children slung on their backs ; 
stately, bandeóme Moorish merchants in 
cool, ganzy robes ; comely urchins in rags 
begging aud offering to act as guides ; sell­ 
ers of unattractive goods crying their mer­ 
chandise ; 
camels roaring and donkeys 
braying, and dervishes posturing — the 
pictuie shifted like the bits in a kaleid­ 
oscope. 
Here was a fantastic dervish ar­ 
rogating to himself the title of Sheriff of 
B-ggars, with a variegated turban, his 
dress thickly hung with ornaments and four 
rings on each finger. 
Here were the un­ 
pleasant IUffs from the country, men in 
dirty embroidered robes, with the head all 
shaveaexcept one long curl on one side—a 
lock left for Lord Mahomet to pull the 
wearer up to heaven. Tae high civilization 
aud lack of self-consciousness of these peo­ 
ple are shown by the fact that everybody 
may wear any dress he chooses, or none, 
and attract no attention. 
In the town it was Sunday also, and just 
as lively. 
The Jews form a considerable 
portion of the population, and are in ap­ 
pearance the most decent and thrifty. We 
were adm itted to several Jewish houses, 
built with open courts, iu the Moorish 
style, which were exceedingly neat and 
comfortable. 
The women, who have a rep­ 
utation for heanty, are of light complex­ 
ion—much lighter than the men— and 
many of them line eyes, and all the national 
fondness for jewelry. 
Notwithstanding 
their wealth aud orlerly behavior, the 
Jews are liked by nobody, aud the Moorish 
mechante, who are no more scrupulons than 
othert traders, always regard the Jew as 
dishonest. 
In no oriental community does 
the Jews rise above this prejudice. 
On a street corner was a roulette table 
in full operation, whirled by an honest man 
from Malaga, who coveted our good opin­ 
ion, without expecting us to join bis game 
supposing that, as foreigners, we looked 
down, as he did, upon theBe ignoble sur­ 
roundings. 
“ Yon ought to be very good here," I 
said, “ with three Sabbaths—the Moslem 
Friday, the Jewish 
Saturday and the 
Christian Sunday.” 
“ Oa, ye5,” replied the devont Spaniard, 
giving tho wheel a w hirl; “ but Moors no 
keep Sunday.

SCIEN TIFIC 
NOTES. 


The. Secretary of tne R iy al Society is 
exp rim enting w ith seaweed by planting it 
in ordinary earth. 
W ciderm an’s BeUblatter 
says th a t 
a 
shark belonging to the genus Sym nus is 
phosphorescent on its whole under surface, 
w ith a sm all black strip on toe back to be 
excepted. 
A ll of the uppei surface gives 
no light. 
A carious fact has been observed by 
l’rofs. A yrton and P erry : Soft iron when 
heated betw een a red and w hite hpat ceasts 
to be a ttracted by a magnet. 
W nen soft 
iron is bent betw een led and w hite hot iron 
it ceases to be attracted by a magnet. 
A ccording to the Chemicher Zeituny M. 
M uller has evaporated skim m ed m ilk in a 
vacuum , which can, he thinks, be preserved 
for many m onths in any clim ate or atm os­ 
phere. 
T here is one serious objection to 
th e article in tho m inds of m ost people— 
the m ilk is skimmed. 
R ecently one man was taken very ill and 
another died from the effects of handling 
poisoned hides. 
Tner6 is no reason why 
hides should not convey serious and fatal 
diseases, 
like clothing. 
“ Some years 
ago,” says the Scientific Am erican, “ an 
im porter of hides in N ew Y ork died from 
the effects of a bite or a sting of a fly 
which inhabited the loft where bis hides 
were stored.” 
Take a slim glass tube, eight or ten 
inches in leugth, closed at one end, and as 
large as your finger, or, as one m ight say, 
a glass tube a little larger than the usual 
Btyle, put in an ounce or tw o of oil, paste 
a piece of paper on the outside of the glass 
so th a t its lower edge will be even w ith the 
top of th e o il; add to the contents of the 
tube tw o or three tim es as m uch soft w ater 
as the suspected sample, and shako the 
whole well up for several m iuutes. 
W hen 
the m ixture has settled, w hich w ill take 
an hour or two, th e contents of the glass 
will be divided into three parts. 
Below 
tb e oil will show, above w ill be th e oil, 
and above th a t a g a in the w ater w ith the 
alcohol absorbed from the oils. 
A t a late m eeting of th e Royal A stro­ 
nomical Society of England, Prof. P rich­ 
ard told briefly w hat he had been doing re­ 
cently a t Cairo, and of the work on which 
he had been engaged for the last two 
years—tho m easurem ent of the m agnitude 
of the stars visible to th e naked eye from 
the pole to the equator, including, at pres­ 
ent, all those brighter than th e fifth mag­ 
nitude. 
T his work is now complete. 
H e 
found th a t at Oxford Laplace’s law of al­ 
teration of a sta r’s light, as measured in 
m agnitude—according to the secant of the 
sta r’s zenith distance— did n et hold good 
for stars exceeding OS’, and th a t for stars 
at lower altitudes the alterations in appa­ 
ren t m agnitude were very conflicting.

A CLERICAL VIEW 
OP CsPITAL 
AND 
THE RAILROAD 
QUESUON. 


A n able and exhaustive article in the 
last num ber of the Catholic Quarterly Re- 
vieti’ on “ C apital and L abor,” by R t. Rev. 
Jam es O’Connor, D. D ., review s th e w ork 
of Steccanella on “ Com m unism ,’’ the Y ale 
prize essay on Communism in Ameriea, 
and W right’s “ In d u strial Conciliation aad 
A rb itratio n .” 
The article w ould have 
been b etter entitled as is this one. 
The 
Socialist w ould 
suppress the capitalist 
u tte rly by w ithdraw ing the means of labor, 
aud trea t him as onew ho reaps b u t sows not. 
B a t th e author comes to th e conclusion 
th at, after the coolest and m ost deliberate 
judgm ent is applied to all the Com munist 
and Socialist have to say on the subjects of 
w hich they treat, th a t there is no deserv­ 
ing on the p art of th e capitalist of th e op­ 
probrious epithets th a t the Socialistic and 
Com m unistic w riters heap upon him. “ He 
is by no means the hostis humani generis 
th ey represent him .” 
H e may be a usurer 
and a eensualist, b n t th e very pertinent 
mggestion is m ade th a t this is not of nec­ 
essity because he is a capitalist. 
W ith 
this th e candid th in k er will agree, for the 
qualities which in the rich are thus devel­ 
oped w ould he equally repugnant in the 
poor m an, though taking on a different 
form. 
W hile w ealth is a dangerous acqui­ 
sition, it is no crim e to be rich, for to 
acquire and 
enjoy, w ithout in ju ry to 
another, is no sin. 
If it be a ein, asks the 
learned priest, at w hat point does it begin? 
T he Socialist would find it very difficult to 
nam e 
the 
guilty 
figure. 
I t 
is a 
tru th none will controvert, th a t for every 
service rendered there should be propor­ 
tionate compensation, and this is not to 
be denied anyone because of the particu­ 
lar am ount of worldly goods he possesses. 
T he capitalist ¡a a necessity to th e world, 
for he enables its industries and commerce 
to move. 
H e cannot be a robber who 
helps men to fortune instead cf depriving 
them of it. 
H e who develops the possi­ 
bilities of a country establishes a claim 
to the gratitude and respect of both rich 
and poor. 
Of course in this line of argu­ 
m ent there is nothing new, b ut it does not 
lose force because of age, and is of value 
now as testifying to the esteem in which 
th e subject is held by a priest of th e 
church, who may be presum ed by his w ith­ 
draw al from th e world to be placed at a 
different and im partial point of view. 
N ow this clerical w riter, notw ithstanding 
all th a t has been apprehended from the 
aggregation of capital, and the amassing 
of colossal fortunes and the power money 
exercises, does not entertain any fear from 
th e concentration of capital, because his­ 
to ry proves th a t a t no other period in the 
w orld’s existence has capital been so gener­ 
ally distributed as now. 
This is certainly 
an argum ent which muBt be answ ered by 
some more forcible rejoinders th an such a9 
are generally made by modern agitators. 
T o th e slaves and serfs of form er days 
there has succeeded a num erous and well- 
to do m iddle class of com paratively recent 
gsow th. 
M anufacturing, it is true, is more 
centralized because of the introduction of 
m echanical devices, b n t of agriculture and 
trad e this is not true, he thinks, tbongh we 
incline to the belief th a t the w riter will 
fiad the tendency is much too great to 
large farming. 
In a population of over 
50,000,000 we have not an nndne propor­ 
tion of vast w ealth, and he does not be­ 
lieve there is any reason to fear the few

W hile it may be adm itted, sayB this essay­ 
ist, th at great corporations w ith millions 
of capital may use th eir power to injure 
sm aller corporations and particular classes, 
yet such cases form th e exceptions rather 
than the rule, and those who are injured 
are com paratively few to the vast m ulti­ 
tudes who reap the benefits of capital 
wisely invested in great industries. 
Cor­ 
porations are not philanthropic eoucerns, 
b u t buaiuess organizations, which, while 
th eir functions bring them more imm edi­ 
ately under G overnm ent supervision than 
do those of other associations, do not there­ 
by cease to be private corporations, formed, 
owned and m anaged by private individuals. 
He adds : “ Even w hen they received land 
grants or other subsidies from th e G overn­ 
m ent, these, it m ust be presum ed, in the 
absence of express stipulation.! to the con­ 
trary , were no t intended to secure for the 
Governm ent control in th eir m anagem ent, 
bu t sim ply to encourage their form ation, as 
a means of settling its wild lands and in ­ 
creasing its revenue.” 
These advantages 
are more than sufficient to compensate the 
Governm ent. 
Corporations are managed 
by men, who, like the rest of men, will 
sometimes exhibit th e ordinary frailties of 
hum an nature, and be indiscreet and over­ 
bearing and vindictive aad selfish, and oc­ 
casionally engage in business to extend un­ 
due advantages to certain persons, etc. 
A nd tbis is all w rong ; b u t it does not, in 
his opinion, justify legislation th a t would 
em barrass th e action of the companies 
them selves, or prevent th eir developm ent 
or curtail their legitim ate profits. 
R ail­ 
roads are, especially in this country, ouo of 
the chief factors cf m aterial prosperity, 
giving em ploym ent to hundreds cf thou­ 
sands, stim ulating m anufacture aud inven­ 
tion, m inimizing th e cost and hardships of 
travel and developing natural resources as 
no other agency can do. 
They m eet the 
im m igrant and carry him sw iftly to the 
soil aw aiting his kaod upon the plow, and 
give him a home on term s th a t m ake it 
alm ost a gratuity ; they transport natural 
products to the factories of the country, 
and beef and bread from plain to sea. 
W ith o u t them the W est would to-day ba 
a hundred years behind th e point it has 
reached in m aterial developm ent. 
B ut he 
deems they have done far more, since they 
are great conservative forces in society. 
They have vast interests a t stake, and 
have, as they should have, aa influence in 
proportion to the num bers and capital they 
represent. 
They are thus enabled, and 
in self-defense th ey are often obliged, to 
keep legislation w ithin proper lim its, and 
defeat the schemes of unscrupulous lobby­ 
ists and w ire-pullers to fleece th e public. 
W hilst they protect them selves they thus 
protect others. 
B ut, farth er, he argues in 
defense of these m uch-abused agencies of 
civilization ; they arc a bond of union be 
tw een th e States and the various sections 
of this confederacy ; the broader th eir op­ 
erations, the greater th eir influence, the 
stronger the bond becomes. 
I t is their 
interest, and of all who hold th eir securi­ 
ties, to do all th a t can be done to avert civil 
strife, and discountenance w hatever will iu 
the rem otest degree threaten the integrity 
of the Union. 
Seetional interests had 
more to do w ith the late w ar than slavery, 
in his opinion, and railroads are, of neces­ 
sity, the enemies of all such conflicts. The 
rapid changes in che avenues of trade and 
commerce taking place now m ay p ut a like 
tem ptation to th a t presented to th e South 
in th e way of other parts of the country, 
sooner th an we th in k for. 
Professional 
patriots, he well rem arks, and professional 
politicians are not to be relied npon in 
such an event. 
Iu such a contingency, he 
hoids, our chief hope m ust be in our great 
corporations, and especially in our great 
railroads. 
H e points out th a t had N o rth ­ 
ern roads and N orthern capital the influ­ 
ence in 
th e 
South in the year I860 
th a t 
they 
now 
have, 
the 
rebellion 
m ight no t have occurred. 
Be th a t as 
it may, it is certain th at the great rail­ 
road companies, extending th eir arm s as 
they are doing, are in them selves the beBt 
guaranty we can have of national unity in 
the future. 
They will prevent secession, 
otherw ise to be rem edied only at th e cost 
of much blood and treasure. 
H e would 
have us provide against abuses by corpora­ 
tions, b u t would have us deal w ith them 
in a friendly and not a hostile spirit. Tidal- 
wave legislation regarding their affairs is 
likely to ba productive of very serious con­ 
sequences before it can be repealed, in the 
effort to remove the evil of monopoly. 
The danger to be apprehended ju st now, 
it seems to him, is not the growing strength 
of private corporations, b a t the undue in ­ 
terference of the States in their affairs. 
The essayist a t length proceeds to discuss 
other branches of his subject, all which 
have a relation to th a t we have outlined ; 
bu t we cannot follow his line of thought 
further. 
I t is a dispassionate and philo­ 
sophic paper, which should command the 
respect the tru th s enunciated w ith unusual 
courage in the face of th e fanaticism oi 
the day on these topics, deserve. 


SOME REFLECTIONS CONCERNING S UNI­ 
TARY PROGP.EJS, AND POWER UNDER 


SANITARY l a w s 


A t no tim e, so far as m odern history af­ 
fords U3 any inform ation, has there been 
given so m uch of serious attention to sani­ 
tary m atters as a t th e present. 
A nd the 
indications are th a t this is very far from 
tem porary concern. N ot only are the pres­ 
ervation of the pnblic health and the san­ 
itation of tow ns aud cities engrossing a t­ 
tention, b u t the sanitary arrangem ents of 
the home are being treated in th e popu­ 
lar literatu re of the day, and the sanitary 
advice given is 
read and acted npon 
w ith a spirit indicative of a determ ination 
of th e people to avail of the scientific dis­ 
covery and progress of the age, so far as it 
relates to health topics a t least, to the 
fullest extent. 
I t is th e testim ony of 
plum bers aud builders th a t never before 
were householders so careful in the m atter 
of drainage and ventilation, and of secur­ 
ing the latest and best approved devices 
for the exclusion from the home of all 
poisonous vapors ; and at no tim e has thers 
been so large a dem and as now for the very 
best kind of plum bing w ork in private 
bouses. 
I t w ould be gratifying to be able 
to m ake a sim ilar statem ent concerning the 
construction of public buildiugs, but, ex­ 
cept in rare cases, the tim e-honored neglect 
of landlords is perpetuated. 
B a t a m arked progress in the acceptance 
of sanitary reform discoveries is certainly 
indicated by the facts cited. 
A nd this is 


m ost significant, for it speaks of a decided 
early im provem ent in the physical condition 
of the people. W e now know th a t fully fifty 
per cent, of all th e diseases from w hich we 
suffer are of the kind know n as preventa­ 
ble. 
If they continue to afflict us, there­ 
fore, it is our own fault or the fault of our 
neighbor, for whose neglect we are com­ 
pelled to suffer. 
A nd it is precisely be­ 
cause our neighbor is neglectful th a t sani­ 
tary m easures of force, to which the law 
m ust lend its strong arm , are necessary. 
The radical sanitarian will tell us th a t the 
guarantee of the oharter of our liberties, 
for the enjoym ent of life and liberty and 
the pursuit of happinesB, is a m ockery u n ­ 
less the laws of the country protect us in 
th a t special pursuit w ithout which liberty 
ia of sm all value aad happiness an impos­ 
sibility—the pursuit of health. There will 
be expressed no doubt by the well-read 
law yer of the right and power of commu­ 
nities which have, by legislation, been 
given the control of local police m atters, 
to compel every man to keep his premises 
cleanly, not because th e com m unity sim ply 
assumes th e right to prevent him from en­ 
joying w hat he ni»y claim to be his inherent 
personal privilege to live in filth, b ut be­ 
cause it has a higher regard lor the right 
of his neighbor to ba protected from th e 
results certain to 
flow 
from th e 
ex­ 
ercise of the privilege to be unclean. 
In short, by sanitary law, th e sanitarian 
tails us, th e conflict betw een p u rity and 
filth m ust alw ays bo decided in favor of 
the form er, and from th a t judgm ont there 
m ust be no appeal. 
There is, seriously, no 
possibility of sustaining any opposition to 
the principle of interference w hich invests 
the lieal’h authorities w ith power to invade 
the household aud enforce upon it certain 
regulations regarding the disposal of sew­ 
age, the construction and care of drains, 
and th e turning of noxious gasees from the 
cesspool and w ater-closet into so high au 
upper air th a t the atm osphere of the neigh­ 
borhood shall not be contam inated. 
The 
C ourts of California, from th e low est to 
the highest appellate tribunal, have been 
a uuit on the right of m unicipalities and 
tow n 
organizations 
to 
exercise 
this 
power 
to 
alm ost 
an 
unlim ited 
ex­ 
ten t, 
I t 
is 
the 
one 
thing 
in 
a 
republic which bears th e semblance of 
despotic forms. 
B ut there is no good citi­ 
zen now who m akes bold to deny the wis­ 
dom and necessity of entrusting to local 
boards such arb itrary and sweeping powers 
as they possess. 
Such power m ust reside 
somewhere or the com m unity be enslaved 
by the unclean. 
Ia a well know n case 
before th e Suprem e C ourt of this Statei 
and which w ent up from th is city, Justice 
Sanderson deliverod an opinion in which 
this exercise of police regulative powers by 
m unicipalities was elaborately and clearly 
treated by th a t learned ju rist, and we 
have no know ledge of th e doctrines he 
there announced having ever been doubted 
or assailed. 
H a there declared th a t con­ 
stitutions do not pu t life and liberty en­ 
tirely beyond th e reach of governm ent, if, 
from m isconduct, th e general welfare of 
the com m unity dem ands its sacrifice or 
re s tra in t; nor do they allow everyone to 
acquire, possess and enjoy property after 
his own unregulated m anner, and accord­ 
ing to his uncontrolled will, b u t in such a 
m anner, and by such means as the general 
welfare of the com m unity m ay require him 
to observe. 
R eferring to m easures enacted 
in the light of this principle, th e Judge 
said th at not the least im portant of these 
laws are those designated to prom ote the 
public health by creating boards of health 
w ith extraordinary powers over persons 
and property ; by establishing quarantine 
and taking other sum m ary m easures to 
prevent th e spread cf contagious diseases. 
In th e light of this interpretation of the 
law, and the pol ce powers of m unicipali­ 
ties, there should be no hesitancy in m ak­ 
ing foul places clean—n sr yet in m aking 
the burden of th at cleansing rest upon him 
who briDgs about th e nocessity. 
I t is, in 
the adm inistration of these law s, to be 
borne in m ind th a t partial sanitation does 
not, of necessity, bring partial effects tb at 
are beneficial. 
Un the contrary, partial 
sanitation ia very likely to yield no pre­ 
ventive benefits w hatever. 
I t is only 
through thorough a n f exhaustive m easures 
and th eir rigid and unsparing enforcem ent 
th a t good results can bo achieved. 
This 
m ay be the b etter appreciated when the 
statem ent of an authority ia quoted where, 
speaking of contagious diseases and their 
spread, he rem arked th a t he had know n 
th e excreta from a single patient placed 
in a pit which was open to the air w ithout 
proper ventilation to prevent th e lower 
atm osphere from being contam inated, to 
spread the disease throughout an entiro 
city, notw ithstanding th e fact th a t the 
most stringent sanitary regulations had 
been enforced everyw here else in the com­ 
m unity except a t th at one spot. 
This 
would appear to be a m atter, then, in 
which the mechanical principle would ap­ 
ply th a t nothing is stronger th an its 
w eakest part. 
H ow ever the fact th a t a 
single p **1, bole may undo the w ork of san­ 
itation in an entire city, it is to be rem em ­ 
bered tn a t th e pnrilication of a city still 
prevents the rapid and wide spread of con­ 
tagion, for it is a m onster which m ust have 
food on which to live, and tilth and noxious 
atm ospheres are its diet, w ithout w hich it 
cannot retain its hold long in any place.

A FOREIGNER THINKS CF D3. 


M r. Barham Z ncke, in M acmillan's M ag­ 
azine, pays the U nited S tates a very hand­ 
some com pliment, in an article on the great 
Fisheries Exhibition. 
A fter considering 
the m erits of all th e exhibits made by the 
nations of the earth, he rem arks upon the 
excellence of our exhibit in several regards, 
and dees this country the honor to say 
th a t there is nothing in the tw enty acres 
of the exhibition grounds, nor in the cata­ 
logue of 000 pages giving the liet of ex­ 
hibits w ith explanatory rem arks, more 
suggestive th an th e contrast betw een the 
fishery appliances of th e U nited States 
and China. 
This leads him to point oat 
th a t the contrast is betw een the oldest and 
the youngest nation of the globe. 
A nd 
w hat is the result of his observation on 
tbis 
point, and on 
comparisons made 
w ith 
all 
the 
other 
nations ? 
In 
the 
exhibits 
of 
the 
U nited 
States, 
he 
says every appliance 
is 
characterized, 
alm ost w ithout regard to cost, by the effort 
to adapt it to its purpose as com pletely as 
th ought and m aterials now available will 
allow. 
H e declares th a t in the excellence 
and finish—these are in the end true econ­ 
om y—of our apparatus, and our imple­ 
m ents ; in th e size of 
the vessels em ­ 
ployed ; in th e extent of the w aters fished 
o v e r; in th e value of th e fish tak e n —th

nation stands 
a t 
the 
head 
of 
the 
industry. 
This he regards 
as 
all the more significant, since labor ia so 
dear here as compared to labor in Europe 
and other parts of th e globe, and the fact 
th a t the invitation is to the land rath er 
than the sea for bands seeking labor. 
B ut 
he adds th a t nature has bestowed on no 
other country such a field for fisheries as 
on this. 
I t embraces, indeed, the two great 
oceans of th e earth, and both are open to 
American enterprise and courage and capital 
from th e A rctic to th e A ntarctic zone, and 
in addition are our vast lakes, tru ly inland 
seas, and our m ighty rivers. 
These ad ­ 
vantages would all run to w aste in the 
hands of n dull or lazy 
race. 
A nd this 
leads the au th o r in natural sequence of 
thought into a soliloquy, in which, rev ert­ 
ing to the prim itive m ethods and slow pro­ 
cesses of the Coinese in th eir fisheries, he 
asks himself concerning these latter, grown 
to over three hundred m illion, an homo­ 
geneous population equal to the aggregate 
of all th e nations of tho earth ; who are 
able and ready to work well for I c b s than 
any other people, who can iivd where any 
other people would starve, who can labor 
in any clim ate, and are content w ith any 
form of governm ent; will they a t last 
b urst the invincible bonds which bave 
hitherto k tp t them w ithin their 
own 
boundaries, and which there now appears 
in them some disposition to burst, and over­ 
flow other parts of the world, and displace 
existing populations by getting possession 
of the means of living, through their abil­ 
ity to work harder and live upon less ? 
Or, to look a t the question from the other 
side, will the m ost progressiva people in 
th e world, who tako it for granted th at 
w hat those who have gone befora them did 
is no more than th e startin g point from 
which they them selves are to advance ; 
who, w ithout shrinking from m anual labor, 
labor w ith the brain as no other people 
ever did, in order not m erely to live, bnt 
to live w e ll; who regard the whole world 
33 the field for th air activity ; and who 
look npon the w ays in which th e forces of 
nature may ba subdued to hum an p u r­ 
poses, and the m aterials of nature turned 
to the best account as so m any prob­ 
lems thay are called upon to solve ; will 
they 
ba 
hem m ed 
in, 
beaten, 
and 
displaced 
by 
th e 
Chinam an ? 
He answers these questions, which have 
been so deeply and practically considered 
in California, by the suggestion th a t while 
a Cninese Napoleon m ight cu t out ugly 
work for tha world, China never has pro­ 
duced a Napoleon, and, judging th e fu­ 
ture by the past, the. apprehension th a t she 
m ay do so ia groundless. 
T oe very con­ 
trast noted eecms to him to answ er the 
problem com pletely; for, as he has ad­ 
vanced so little in all th e past, it is reason­ 
able to conclude th at, w ith all the improved 
appliances of the w orld before him , the 
Cninam an, a half century hence, will, for 
instance, be capturing about th e 
same 
am ount of fish a9 now, which is probably 
about the am ount his ancestors took, and 
in the same fashion tw o or three thousand 
years ago. 


As we predicted a determined opposition has de­ 
veloped to the enforcement of the health ordinances 
of this city. 
The men opposing have deter­ 
mined upon fighting the oitkial3 at every step. 
These landlords assume to judge for this community 
w hat is and what is not a dangerous filth pit. Tney 
have the brazen effrontery to declare th at the skilled 
Board of Health does not know what is deleterious 
to the public health. 
It is shameful th at any man 
should be so lost to a sense of decency as ' o restst 
eff orts made in the interest of health and cleanli­ 
ness. 
It is tar easier to clean np than fight lawsuits 
and fee lawyers. The health officer must not be 
discouraged if now and then one of these men sue 
coed in beating him off. 
H.s duty is not to falter. 
The public will sustain him in fearless prosecutions, 
after due warning is given and ample time elapses 
to cleanse foul premises 
Several landlords have 
acted wisely, and shown commendable public spirit, 
in obeying the orders to cleanse foul lots. Their 
example should be followed by all. 


M. De Cassaonac stated dnrlng the illne-s of 
Chauibord that should th at Prince die, Jerome 
Bonaparte would at osce issue a fresh manifesto, 
and th at it would he in the interests of the church, 
and look to a harmonizing of the Imperialists and 
Monarchical parties Chambor J is now convalescing, 
and again we are told th at Prince Jerom e is about 
to post another proclamation, and it is to be of the 
same tenor as intim ated by he Cassagnac.

The same reasons that 
justify the Government in entering into the busi­ 
ness of letter carrying by mail fully justify it in 
letter carrying by telegraph. 
There is no real dis­ 
tinction between the two. 


It will not do for either tho public or the press to 
attem pt to contradict tb s statem ents made by 
L-orsey affecting the ch racier of the late President 
Garfield, by either ignoring or pooh-p ohing them. 
Dorsey's statem ents are specific, and, unless Mr 
Garfield's friends are willing th at his real character 
should become fully known, they will do well to 
mamf-.st activity by producing refutation as specific 
and well-founded as the charges. 


T hat the Ki• h Commissioners of the State are de­ 
term ined to enforce the law for the protection of 
the food fish supply of the State is a gratifying evi­ 
dence of official vigor. It is to be regretted th at an 
officer in commanding obedience to the law killed 
an offender this week, yet, assuming th at he was 
fully justifi d, tho effect cannot but be beneficial, 
and it is probable th at the officials will find their 
tasks easier hereafter.

its H istory and Diagnosis, Prepared for 
th e 
“ Record-Union ” by a Member of 
th e Board of H ealth, 


The early history of cholera is tomewhat 
obscure. 
A ncient authors described diseases 
having a possible resemblance to it, bnt its 
identity was not clearly showD. 
The earliest 
distinct accounts of cholera were given by 
D’Orfca, at Gca, 1563, and Bontius, of B ata­ 
via, 1629. 
W iliis (1684), M arton (1692) and 
otbets described epidemic fluxes and dysen­ 
teries in such terms a3 to remind U3 of chol­ 
era. 
I t is believed to have been the disease 
th at ravaged Italy in 1733, as described by 
Mo-gsgni, and the N etherlands in (1736), as 
described by Degnrr, of 
Nymwegen, 
I t 
must have existed in India for an iudefiaits 
tune, but its extended prevalenc 3 ia a most 
destructive form dates from 1731-2. 
I t raged 
at Calcutta, in Madras, on the Coromandel 
coast, aad in Ceylon. 
In August, 1817, Jes- 
sore was the birthplace of the first m igratory 
epidemic; 36 000 were attacked daring three 
months in Calcutta a short lin e after. 
I t 
ravaged many m ilitary stations, and roads 
were covered with

the M arquis of Hastings was devastated by 
it. 
Of an army of 90 000, 9,000 died in 
tweiva days.

Among all signs of danger

Luna, charcoal, 
dry earth, chloride of lime, Lxbanvq'te’e 
chloride of soda, liquid coal tar, carbolic 
acid, permanganate of potaasa, chloride ot 
zinc and sulpoate of iron are the most useful 
and mo-3t easily obtained.

The water-closet is not 
in order and runs out on the top of toe 
ground. The Chinese tenants throw out ail 
their filth, aud create a foul stench. 
Eugene Gregory—Know the premises in 
question. J. D. Tate is the person who has 
control of the premises. They are in a very 
bad condition and tbs smell is exceedingly 
b id and filthy. Sickness has been occasioned 
to myself and family. We have to close our 
windows and doors to kesp out the stench 
and «me 11, and cannot cat. 
Have been c im­ 
pelled to get up from the table without eat­ 
ing. The who’e yard was a cesspool. 
W. T. BrBsell—Know the Tate lot. Have 
examined it. The premises send out a foul 
smell end stench, There was a foul water- 
closet which emptied ont on the grouod, aud 
it would make a man sick to get a smell.

Officer Jones, of Solano county, came to 
this city yestirday for the purpose of laying 
before the proper officers the circumstances 
of the late attempt of the river patrol to cap­ 
ture the violators of the fish law, near Rio 
Vlsts, which resulted in the death of B. 
Nicolaos. I t appears that while the canners 
and the better class of fishermen are disposed 
to observe the law, the more reckless aud 
law-defying among the fishermen, especially 
of the Greeks, were well organizad with 
a system of signa’s and alarms for the purpose 
of violating it. To detect the offenders the 
patrol nniier the direction of Deputy Fish 
Commii sioner J one3, w-oo had been selected 
and appointed by the Fish Commissioners as 
a determined aud reliable mac for that pur­ 
pose, concerted a plan to eurround and cap­ 
ture them. The testimony taken at ths 
Coroner’s

adopted 
cn 
Thursday evening two patrolling boats—one 
¡u charge of Jones, the other in charge of 
officer Dobbins—M l Rio Vista, to recdezvon» 
at the junction of Three aud Seven-mile 
sloughs. Arriving there, they separated, of­ 
ficer Jones’ boat going on Three-mile slough. 
About 400 yards from the mouth they de­ 
tected a boat with its net oat, fishing. 
As 
they came alongside, B. Nicolaus told his 
cunrade, “ Lookout! there comes ths boat 
p atn l.” The officers came alongside, and of- 
cer Jones and R -iters b .arded the boat. 
Mr. 
Jones told Nicolaus to throw up his hand», 
which he did. Mr. Rogers then searched the 
two men ia the boat for arms, without fiad- 
icg acy. Nicolaus was teen ordered to draw 
in nis i.e7, which he did. There were about, 
twenty-five fresh salmon io the boat, just 
caught. After draw-iog in ths net ba desired 
the officer to let him off, saying : “ Mo poor 
man, let me go.” Finding this of no use, of­ 
ficer Jones invited him to go into the oth r 
boat. He stooped down quickly and drew a 
revolver from his boct-leg. The officer, who 
was within two or three feet of him, drew 
back and stepoed 
into his own boat, 
as did officer Rogers. Seeing the pistol, 
officer Jones, who had his own drawn, told 
him to throw hia platul overboard or he w aul! 
fire. This Joaes did several times, und Nico­ 
laus failing to do so, Jones fired. 
He fired 
five shots, pausing between them, telling him 
each time to throw his pistol overboard. At 
the last shot Nicolaus fell back and sank ia 
the boat, his hands falling over the gunwale 
and his pistol failing into the water. After 
drawing his pistol there seemeI to be some­ 
thing wrong about it. - i her the cylinder would 
not revolve, or something wasthe m atter; ho 
seemed ail the time to be endeavoring to fix 
it or bring it to bear upon the officer. Dur­ 
ing this time officer Rogers kept the other 
fisherman covered with his revolver. _He 
surrendered without resistance. 
When Nico­ 
laus drew his pistol he commenced a loud, 
shrill 
cry, 
apparently a» a 
signal for 
aid, and another 
boat 
seen about 
forty 
yarda 
off. 
which 
was 
after 
wards 
captured 
by 
officer 
Dobbins’ 
boat, with four fishermen and a quantity of 
salmon in it. Ths officers remained until 
daylight in the Blough, and then brought 
Nicolaus’ boat, with his body, t > Rio Vista. 
Yesterday the Coroner of Solano county held 
an inquest, when the foregoing facts were 
elicite I, and the jury, after beiog out a min­ 
ute or two, brought ia a verdict that the de­ 
ceased came to his death by a pistol shot 
from officer Jones, ar.d that the officer acted 
in self-defense and was ju-ititisbls. 
The de­ 
ceased was regarded as one of the m- at des­ 
perate and ncldess cf the Greek fishermen 
on the river, and tho ringleader in the viola­ 
tion of the law. He was the leader of the 
parly- of fishermen who, during the difficulty 
between the fishermen and canners a year or 
two since, came to Rio Vista and by *orce 
took possession of ths boats and threw over­ 
board the salmon ot thoa3 fishermen who 
were selling fish to the canners.

THE SPOTS ON THE SUN. 
W hat Effect da they Have upon the Earth 7 
The Philadelphia Ledger of July 18th 
says ; Professor Isaao Sharpiess, of Haver- 
ford College, speaking, yesterday, in the 
observatory of that noted educational in­ 
stitution, on the annually large number ol 
spots now noticeable on the sun’s surface, 
said : 
At the present time the solar surface is 
more than usually spotted. There are fully 
sixty spats, large and small, to be readily 
seen and counted ia a telescope with a 
power which magnifies two hundred times. 
Some of these are quite large. The largest 
of them, at> the r. uit of a hasty measure­ 
ment between the clouds to-day, gave about 
11.000 miles as the diameter of the umbra, 
and nearly 50,000 as the diameter of the pe- 
hnmbra. The diameter of the bub is about 
550.000 miles, bo that it will be seen that 
this ia no inconsiderable portion of the sur­ 
face. They are mostly congregated ia 
groups, and these groups are generally ar­ 
ranged in 10'.vs parallel to the solar equa­ 
tor.The largest spot spoken of above is nearly 
circular, and the dark portion is nearly uni­ 
formly dark over its whole extent. Toe 
penumbra seems to be mado up of radial 
streamers of altern-Pe light and dark. 
Others are not so simple in arrangement. 
A baud of intense brightness, technically 
called a “ bridge,” in one case stretches 
across tho center of the umbra. Some of 
the smaller spots are arranged in rows, and 
others show evidence of cyclonic or whirl­ 
pool actions. 
The sun revolves on its axis in about 
twenty-five days, carrying the spots with 
it. Hence a spot which appears to-day on 
the eastern edge will in about six days be on 
the central meridian, and in about twelve 
days pass off at the western edge, provided 
it lasts long enough. Ia the past some of 
them have been watched through more 
than a whole revolution of the sun ; some 
of them come and vanish in a few hours ; 
some of them change their appearance, so 
that thev could not be recognized as the 
same. Nothing certain can be predicted 
concerning them. 
As to what they are there is only one fact 
known. They are hollows in the glowiDg 
surface of the suu. The central umbra is 
the deepest portion and the penumbra is 
the sloping side of the cavity. The spot 
whose dimensions are given above is there-" 
fore a holiow in the sun 50,000 miles across 
at the surface and 11,000 at its greatest 
depth. How deep it is cannot be known, 
but it is not unlikely that it is thousands of 
miles. 
The first assumption would naturally bo 
that the umbra was a portion of the dark 
body of the sun, showing through the lu­ 
minous exterior. But this is untenable, 
and the most plausible theory of the sun 
spots is that they will indicate the places 
where gases from the interior of the sun, 
which have been forced up by the gigantic 
explosions and cooled in the higher regions, 
are again sucked down by some maelstrom 
into the body of the sun. 
Around a large, dark spot are often seen 
traces of these upheavals in bands and 
spots of intense brightness, and when these 
get to the edge o; the disk they are often 
seen to be overlaid with eruptions of gas­ 
eous and glowing hydrogen. Toe volcanic 
action drives up the matter of the lnmin- 
ous crust of the sun, the lightest portions 
the highest, it gradually settles down as it 
cools and becomes dark, and finally is 
drawn again by some vortex into the depths 
of the sun. Whenever there are plenty of 
dark spots there are plenty of bright ones 
andplenty of prominences. 
Spots then indicate solar activity. Prox­ 
imity to a spot indicates the region of local 
activity. When we come to the effect of 
this solar activity upon the earth we reach 
a question which is a very favorite one for 
speculation. Of course it ia not unlikely 
that there ia mnch connection between sun 
and earth. It is also extremely probable 
that electricity has something to do with 
these solar outbursts, and electricity can 
traverse the space which separates us from 
them as easily as gravitation and heat and 
light do. Teere can be but little doubt that 
solar spots are coincident with terrestrial 
auroras. The agreement, both in general 
and in particular, is very close and too 
striking for accident. When a large and 
active spot has reached the point on the 
san nearest to us (the middle of his disk) 
there is almost always an aurora. Again, 
there is a coincidence which may be con­ 
sidered to be proved between euu spots and 
magnetic disturbances which interfere with 
telegraphy. 
This also is an agreement 
which can hardly be doubted. So that it 
may be taken as an observed, hut not an 
explained, fact that the earth does respend 
to solar disturbances, and that meteorolog­ 
ical predictions based on the condition of 
the sun are not entirely worthless. 
Bat when we come to predicting storms 
and cyclones as a result of sun spots we 
are hardly on safe grounds. There may bs 
a connection. 
There ia nothing in it 
which, on the face of it, is improbable, as 
when we attempt to account for the 
changes of weather by the phases of the 
moon or the positions of the planets. But 
it is safe to say that no observations yet 
made will justify any one in assuming it 
as a reliable ground for prediction. There 
are no records to show, with a sufficient 
degree of distinctness, that solar and ter­ 
restrial cyclones are coincident. The years 
of maximum sun-spots aro not noticeably 
the years of plentiful cyclones, taking the 
earth over, and there is very little to show 
that any individual spot has caused 
any individual storm. The proofs may 
exist, but they are probably so bidden un­ 
der the confused mass of the other factors 
of our meteorological conditions that they 
have not yet been disentangled. So that 
when our Associated Press dispatches prom­ 
ised us, yesterday, more cyclones ,s a re­ 
sult of the present agitated state of the 
sun, some one may find the predictions 
verified, but it was none the less rash to 
make them. 
No other city in the world, says Indoors 
and Outdoors, has so complete a sanitary 
organization as New York. The inspec­ 
tion, vaccination, engineer, disinfection 
corps, clerks, nurses, etc., number 125 per­ 
sons, besides 50 physicians and the extra 
inspectors employed in the summer, and 
the permanent corps of 80 sanitary police.

A F roc S to ry.—The Marysvilie Ap­ 
peal of AHgust 8th furnishes tho follow­ 
ing : 
Many accounts have from time to time 
been published of the finding of frogs or 
toads in dry earth or rock, deep down be­ 
low the surface of the earth. Such ac­ 
counts have always been received with 
suspicion, if not with absolute disbelief. 
In fact, scientists have asserted that it ia 
impossible for a frog or toad to remain 
alive for any considerable length of time if 
imbedded in earth or rock. 
Bat yet, at 
what is known as the Gravel Pit in 
this city, a live frog was on Friday last 
dug from a eolid bank of gravel eight 
feet below the surface of the earth, City 
teamster Gates and officer Cunning­ 
ham, with two members of the chain-gang, 
were at work in the pit when the frog waa 
found. There had bben no digging in that 
particclar spot for a year previous. After 
several hours of continuous work on the 
face of the bank, during which it hat been 
dug away for about two feet from its face, 
a blow from a pick opened a small cavity 
in which the frog was found. The cavity 
was just about tne size of the frog, which 
was of about the usual size. The frog was 
seen to move, and was pulled from the 
hole. After it had been examined by the 
four men, who greatly wondered over it, 
the frog was placed in the water in the 
pit. It immediately dove and disap­ 
peared. Mr. Cunningham says he care­ 
fully examined the cavity whence the 
frog was taken, and that there was no 
crack nor craDny communicating with the 
cavity by which the frog could have gained 
an entrance. It was a perfectly close cav. 
ity, dry and apparently air-tight. Toe 
cavity was in gravel, mixed with earth. 
As has been eaid above, the cavity was 
eight feet from the surface of the earth, 
and overlying the stratum of gravel fronj 
which the frog was taken was a stratum of 
hard-pan four feet in thickness. The sur­ 
face of the water in the pit was two feet 
below the cavity. Mr. Cunningham be­ 
lieves that the frog must bave been imbed­ 
ded when the gravel was deposited. If so, 
the creature must have been there for cen­ 
turies. perhaps ages. In the same gravel de­ 
posit Mr. Cunningham some years agofonnd 
a bone resembling the thigh bone of a man. 
The bone waa found eighteen feet below 
the surface of the bank. The bone was 
exhibited in the town at the time, and 
paesed from hand to hand until all trace of 
it has been lost. All who know Mr. Cun­ 
ningham place implicit reliance on his 
statements, and his account of the finding 
of the frog is fully corroborated by the tes­ 
timony of those who were with him at the 
time. 
He never indulges in practical 
jokes, and is of a serious, thoughtful mind. 
The matter is one of considerable scientific 
interest, and the statement here given has 
been written with the sole oV.j ct of pat­ 
ting the actual facts on record.

cases where the houses had sewer connec­ 
tions they were only for kitchen and laun­ 
dry purposes and the stinking privy still 
maintained its position in the back yard. 
Observe this fact also : A considerable 
majority of the population of New Haven 
reside upon the sewered streets, and yet 
only nine out of . forty-three deaths 
from 
a 
disease 
which 
is chiefly 
caused by foul air occurs among 
the majority, while thirty-four of the 
forty-three are among the minority who 
reside in dwellings surrounded by the fra­ 
grant companionship of time-honored filth- 
pita.”

Bob V .'uitk S hoo ting.—In the Century 
ie a charming article in Bob W hite shooting 
by Professor Alfred M. Mayer of the Ste­ 
vens Institute of Technology. 
Of the dif­ 
ficulty of bagging Bob W hite he says : 
To become a successful shot at Bob W hite 
the sportsman should bear in mind that 
Bib, immediately after he has sprung, flies 
w ith a velocity which probably exceeds 
that of any other bird ; and also that, un­ 
less fairly hit, he can carry off a large num­ 
ber of pellets. 
W hen a covey springs, it 
rises at a considerable angle with the 
ground. 
Hence, in shooting at a hird in a 
flushed covey, the sportsman of unsteady 
nerve and sluggish muscles is apt to under­ 
shoot, the bird rising with such velocity 
th at by toe time the gunner has brought 
his gun in position the bird lias passed 
above his line of sight. 
As a rule, 1 think 
that about one second generally elapses be­ 
tween the instant of springing of the bird 
and the moment of tire. 
ThiB interval 
gives the bird time to gain a moderately 
horizontal line of flight, and ailows the 
sportsman to get a fair aim. 
In shooting 
at an incoming bird, let him be out of sight 
and just below the rib of your gun at the 
moment of firing. 
A t a bird going over­ 
head, w ait till he has passed well over, 
then shoot under him. 
A t straightaway 
shots hold a little high, so that you just 
catch a glimpse of the bird over your bar­ 
rels. 
In shooting at cross shots it should 
ba jin derstood that the velocity of an ounce 
shot driven with three drams of 
pon^^B ^near to 000 feet per second. 
Iu 
a B 'b W hite, if under full 
heativay, will go f>8 feet, if we eatjmate the 
velocity of his fl ght so low as only a mile 
a minute. 
If he is flying directly across 
your line of sight and thirty yards off, the 
shot will take one-tenth of a second to 
reach that distance, and in one-t?nth of a 
second the bird has gone over eight and 
eight-tenths feet. 
So, if we should fire a 
snap-shot directly at a oross-flying bird 
thirty yards distant, the center of the 
cloud of shot would fall about nine feet be­ 
hind him, and he would pass by unscathed. 
To kill him ‘1 clean” you must hold nine 
feet ahead of him. 
To some sportsmen 
nine feet may seem a great distance to 
“ hold ahead” on a cross-flying bird thirty 
yards away, but not to those who have no­ 
ticed attentively the relations of the line of 
their aim to the position of the bird at the 
very moment they- hear the report of their 
gun. 
Also, estimations of distances in the 
air beside a small a:\l quickly moving ob­ 
ject are very unreliable, and often when 
the sportsman thinks re has fired only one 
foot ahead of a biid he has really held 
ahead three feet. 
Let some one suspend 
horizontally in the air an unfamiliar object 
th at must be distant from fence rails and 
other things whose dimensions you know, 
and then guess its length. 
Yon will, after 
a few trials, be satisfied that the estimation 
of aotnal lengths at thirty yards is very 
loose guess work. 
A beginner who, out of 
three shots, c a u bring one Bob W nite to 
bav, need not be discouraged or ashamed ; 
w ith sufficient practice he may one day kill 
one out of two birds fired at. 
The sports­ 
man who does not select bis shots (and no 
man really a sportsman can do that), but 
takes his chances in the open and in covert 
on all birds which offer a probability of 
success to his skill, and who, the season 
through, brings to his bag these out of five 
birds tired at, is an accomplished sports­ 
man. 
It he cau make three successful 
shots out of four, he is a phenomenal marks­ 
man. 
T he Gun.—I t would bs an interesting 
and not altogether uuedifying speculation 
to determine the number of persona who 
use the gun to-day compared with the num­ 
ber say fifteen years ago. 
Certainly the 
hosts of tho present could out-vote or out- 
shoot those of the former period, as H um ­ 
boldt would say, “ past all whooping.” 
The o in l war gave an impetus to field 
sports, for when the strife was ovc-r and 
“ the boys” came home again, they brought 
back with them the mysterious knowledge 
of hew to lead and shoot and handle fire­ 
arms ; and tbe transition from weapons of 
war to those of peace was an easy and n at­ 
ural one. 
Their swords may have been 
converted into plowshares and their spears 
into reaping hooks, but the muskets were 
exchanged for shotguns, and the veterans 
gave their attention to targets and game. 
Following this came the introduction of tho 
breech-loader ; aud the most notable change 
in shooting wrought within ten years has 
been the almost complete supplanting of 
the muzzle-loading shotgun by its rival. Iu 
1S73 thegunsm akingopthestook of adealer 
were three-fourths muzzle-loaders aud one- 
fourth breech-loaders; to day the propor­ 
tion is very nearly the reverse—if, indeed, 
the muzz’e-loaders can muster their one- 
fourth. 
Breech-loaders have been vastly 
improved and are cheaper now than then ; 
but fiue grade muzzle-loading guns are no 
longer made. Of the many varieties of the 
breech-loader, of its wonderful develop­ 
m ent and of the perfection to which it has 
been brought, we need not here particu­ 
larize. 


T h e F i s h 
H a t c h e r y . — T h e hatohery 
located at Shebley’s, in Grass Valley town­ 
ship, between Grass Valley and Colfax, and 
by the side of the Narrow Gauge Railroad, 
is a State institution, and is under the con­ 
trol and direction of the State Board of 
Fish Commissioners. 
I t was located at 
Shebley’s for the reason that tbe water and 
other surroundings were most favorable for 
the scheme. 
From that hatchery fish will 
be distributed to lakes and streams of the 
State, and more especially to those of the 
mountain regions. 
Tbe hatohery was 
started as an experiment, but ss it has been 
so successful it will now, most probably, be 
made a permanent affair. 
Such an institu­ 
tion located iu our own county does not 
hu rt th e ggprnty—does not hurt anybody, 
.M r. IL c A f e ! :), a co m p eten t and experi- 


e rc e d g entlem an, h as charge of th e hatch- 
e y. 
H e h as succeeded well in sta rtin g 
out a large n u m b er cf rainbow trout, the 
eggs of which were b ro u g h t from Modoc 
county. 
These tro u t are tru ly beauties, as 
the came signifies, and they are game wheu 
hooked and delicious when cooked. Mr. 
ICohardson is now at, Lake Tahoe, and he 
is getting together th e eggs (impregnated 
spawn) of th e fam ous tro u t of that famous 
lake. 
He intends to pui. about 300,000 
eggs of the Tahoe silver trout in th e hatch­ 
ery at Shebley’s —[Grass Valley Tidings.

THE HOUSEHOLD. 


A dish which may tem pt a failing appe­ 
tite or be relished by a convalescent is this : 
Take two or three sardines from the box, 
drain all the oil from them and broil them, 
and then lay them on slices of buttered 
t;aet. 
If onions, after they are peeled, are 
allowed to remain in salted water for aa 
hour before boiling, they will lose their 
strong, peculiar flavor. 
Oaions that are to 
be eaten raw may be treated in the same 
way.—[Country Gentleman. 
If the carpet needs freshening up after 
tacking down, sweep and then wipe with a 
flannel cloth, wrung cut of warm water 
with ox gall in it, in the proportion of one 
quart of gall to three quarts of water. 
The improved appearance of the carpet 
will amply repay the trouble if this is done 
once in six weeks, as the rubbing raises the 
pile aud freshens the colors. 
An ingenious woman wished th at she had 
a lace bed spread, but did not see her way 
clear to buying one with pillow covers to 
match, so she took a new lace curtain th3t 
had never beeu used and put it ou the bed 
to try tho effect. 
The curtain was scal­ 
loped on one end and on both sides, and iu 
width it was exactly right. 
I t reached 
just to the edge of the bed, and did not 
tiang over more than two inches on each 
side. 
Uuder it was a pretty silk quilt, 
which answered every purpose of a lining. 
Tue other curtain was folded lengthwise 
and covered the pillows ; it was finished on 
the top with a broad, handsome bow, and 
one not in the secret would have never 
known but it wss the latest Btyie of lace 
bed-spread, the effect was so pretty. 
One of the most important features about 
housekeeping is airiug aDd purifying bed­ 
rooms. 
Before putting the rooms in order 
of mornings, the beds should be stripped 
and the clothing left hanging for full fif­ 
teen minutes, if not longer, in front of an 
open door or window, immediately in a 
draft, while the mattress or bed is left to 
air also. 
There is so much impurity of the 
body passing off through the pores of the 
skin during tho night that we cannot be 
too particular as to this. 
In damp", cloudy 
weather it would be well, both in winter 
and summer, to kindle a quick blaze in the 
fire-place, if only to last for a few mo­ 
ments. 
The air of a bedroom should be 
kept pure—no odor, either sweet or other­ 
wise, should be perm itted—not even a 
bouquet of fragrant flowers should be left 
in a bedroom over night, for as it withers 
the smell becomes oppressive to the lungs, 
aud on getting up oae will feel languid ana 
dull. 
I t is not good to get out of bed too 
suddenly after awaking, as it excites the 
nerves and takes hours to get over it. One 
should bo vary careful not to spend a night 
in a bedroom that has been kept closed up 
for some time ; besides the im purity of the 
air, there is great danger of earwigs in such 
rooms.

feigned name, plainly im itatjs the style of 
the “ Vicar of W akefield,” and canco’: escape 
a reference to the book before the end of his 
letter. 
i>">, evidently, the book th at was in 
R snan’s mind wb< n he began his “ Recollec­ 
tions,” was Goethe’s “ T rain an Poetry," and 
he accordingly is impelled to raen-ion it be­ 
fore he har. gone vc-y far with his preface. 
Th9 pret'ac is a review of the present condi­ 
tions under which literature and religion lift 
themselves up t-d a y . 
M. R eoaa regards a 
unanim ity of religious feeling in a country as 
narrowing to in .officinal txpan-ioo, and re- 
j jicss tnat to-day religion is a m atter of per­ 
sonal taste only. 
The social condi,i->u he 
regards as tending toward universal Ameri­ 
canism, which ha u-es synonymously with 
vulgarity, and as American vulgarity is not 
given to burning men at the stake for scien­ 
tific inno.ations, he hazards the statem ent 
th a t one day general vulgarity may be the 
condition of happiness. 
Still, as nature has 
infinity before her to correct her biund 
ers, he thinks he may afford to believe 
in the ultim ate good o? the r ce. 
The 
book proper begins with a description of the 
growin of M. R enan’s Dative town In B rit­ 
tany—Treguier—from a conventual circuit to 
a city, and tells of the tu elage of the author, 
during childhood, by the clergy of the place. 
To the pure lives of these priests M . Rosau 
pays frequent and admiring tribute. 
He 
himself was destined for the priestly office. 
The chapter called the “ fl .xcruaher ” is, in 
reality, about the 11 ax-crusher's daughter, and 
is what M. Renan calls a etudy in amorous 
psychology. 
I t is a story, told the author by 
his mother, and given here to illustrate some 
m ental traits of the Bretons. 
I t is the story 
of the dreamy and undeclared, but no less 
ccnsumicg, love of a stupid youcg girl for a 
priest, and the various phases of it that 
drive 
her 
to 
insanity 
and 
death. 
She 
was 
a 
girl 
of 
limited 
intelli­ 
gence, and condemned by her father’s poverty, 
and position as peasant, noble, to almost un 
interrupted 
Boiitude, 
her ideal 
devotion 
to her confessor is made very touching. There 
follows an enthusiastic chapter on Athens 
and the Greek civilization at the time wh»n 
“ a whole public of connoisseurs ” greeted 
artÍBtic pro tuc ion, and M. Renaa then pre­ 
sents a v e .y French prayer, which he says 
he “ said on the Apropnlis, when he had suc­ 
ceeded in understanding the perfect beauty of 
it.” I t is an address to nobility, reason and 
beauty, ncd 5?, with all its apostrophes, a 
most scholarly prayer. 
He rums hiuiseif up, 
in the words of one of h's critics, as m e who 
“ thought like a man, felt like a woman, and 
acted like a child,” and adds th at “ this 
consiitution 
has 
procured for 
him the 
keenest intellectual joys whic i man can 
taste.” 
In a note he remarks on the analogy 
of his name to St. Renan, in Wales, fixed in 
the memory by the name of Scott’s novel 
“ St. Ronan’a W ell.” A St. Renan figures 
among the list of the canonized in Brittany. 
There follow other sketches of characters 
th at came under the author’s observation in 
youth, on account of tbe cff.cts of the revo­ 
lution of 1703 upon hie family and immediate 
circle, and the remainder of the book is given 
up to a history ot Roman Catholic education 
as Mr. Renan experienced it. in his own case, 
au ana’ycis of the struggle in his own breast 
between 
secular 
and 
cleric «1 
im poises, 
and 
the 
mental 
pain 
which 
he 
en­ 
dured 
in casting 
etf 
the ecclesiastical 
shackles, 
while quite persuaded th at his 
intellect could no longer subm it to them. 
The impression made by these “ Recollec­ 
tions” is quite the same as th at produced by 
a perusal of M, Rensn’s “ Life of Jesus” 
and “ Life of St. Paul”—that here is a man 
who wishtB not to be bound by dogmas ar­ 
ranged and cryatalizíd by people who never 
conferred with him about m atters concerning 
which one person is as fit as another to judge 
from the existing data, but a man who leans 
to goodness, uprightness and wholesome sense 
in the exercise of his judzm ent. 
M . Renan 
speaks very slightingly of the great and good 
Auguste Comte, as having “ expressed in bad 
French what all scientific minds had seen for 
the last two hundred years as clearly as he 
had done." 
“ The Recollections” are con­ 
scientiously and 
idiomatically translated, 
though expressions like " The same race as 
them ,” and “ Guyomar and myself,” as if the 
use of “ I ” iu its proper case m ight prove per­ 
plexing, j »r the nerves of a fastidious reader.

Bv Austin Dobson. New York : 
Harper & Brothers. 
This is the latest number of John M orley’s 
scholarly edition of “ English Men of Let­ 
ters.” 
Although Mr. Dobson scat's in his 
prefatory note that the many published 
studies of Fielding have caused him to con­ 
fine himself to the purely biographical side 
of his subject, he only adheres to tais plan in 
the early part of the book, the latter part 
being given up to a eprigctly, sympathetic 
and understanding review of the work of this 
“ Father of the English Novel,” as Sir W al­ 
te r S crtt calls Fielding. 
However, Mr. 
Dobson 
conscientiously 
traces _ Fielding’s 
lineage, which was long, and reminds us that 
L»dy M ary W ortley Montague was his sec­ 
ond cousin. The famiiy was formerly spoiled 
Feilding, and M r. Dobson teila the story of 
Lord Denbigh, a relative, asking Fielding 
why he had adapted the more modern f orm of 
the name. 
" I cannot tell,_ my lord,” re­ 
turned the novelist, “ unless it be th at my 
branch cf the family was the first that 
learned ta spell.” The narrative of Field­ 
ing’s early life, his living by hia wits, his 
hastily concocted plays for the London thea­ 
ters, his burlesque, “ T o n Thum b,” Baid to 
be tbe be-t burlesque ever written and one of 
the two things th at won a laugh from Swifc 
during his whole lifetim e; his friendship with 
Hogarth, the artist, withwho3e life-like genius 
Fielding's own was somewhat akin ; the shifts 
and hard times of his first married years, 
although his aff.ccion for his wife and hers 
for him are undoubted—all these vicissitudes 
are interestingly sketched iu by tho biogra­ 
pher. 
Although Fielding’s life wsb wild and 
reckless, he yet possessed the capacity for ap­ 
plication, as was shown by his successful 
stu Jv of the law, 
H e was called to the bar 
in 1741, and th at same xgar wrote his first 
work of ficti n, “ Joseph Andrews,” which 
be -an hy being a p.rody on Richardson’s 
“ Pam ela,” had a middle which diverged from 
th at plan to a story ol manners, and at the 
end wound up in nnison with the first design. 
In this novel the character of Abraham 
Adams is said to be the ideal priest in parity 
and probity, even a prototype of Goldsmith’s 
“ Vicar of Wakefield,” and useful to Sterne 
in “ Tristram 
S h an d y ” 
Mrs. Slipslop, 
another character in the same novel, is 
called the original, 
both 
of 
Sheridan’s 
M rs. 
M alaprop 
and 
Dickens’ 
Mrs. 
Gamp. 
Fielding’s 
publisher gave him 
£183 
11s for 
“ Joseph 
Andrews,” 
and 
£o09 for i*a brilliant successor, “ Tom Jones,” 
adding £100 upon the sustained popularity 
of tbe book, numbers of wbicb, a surviving 
bookseller's notice states, were to be had 
sewed into paper covers, the demand being 
so great th at tbere lacked time to bind them. 
“ Jonathan W ild” M r. Dobson characterizes 
as composed w ith a distinct moral purpose, 
but not pleasing to readers for whom the evo­ 
lution of a purely intellectual conception is 
either unmeaning or uninteresting. 
W ild is 
a villain, but Fielding m eant him to be a 
villain, and approximates his misdeeds with 
great adroitness to those of securer and more 
Ulostriuis criminals. 
“ The book is a model 
of sustained and sleepless irony,” says Mr. 
Dobson. 
Tbe absence of fastidiousness in 
the compositions of Fielding is o-idly paral­ 
leled in bis life by his second marriage. 
H e married his wife’s maid because she could 
sympathize most deeply with his less of her 
mistress, and was devoted to his children, 
and the hearty, robust, eighteenth century 
nature asked no more of any woman, so that 
she were good. 
I : was a most happy m ar­ 
riage. 
A fter a description and critique of 
his works, Mr. Dobson speaks of hie death at 
Lisbon, where his monument stands to-day 
with the Latin motto, “ Britain mourns that 
it is not permitted her to cherish her son in 
her bosom.” Tnera exists but one authentic 
portrait of Henry Fielding, a pen and ink 
sketch, drawn from memory by Hogarth, 
long after Fielding’s cestb, to serve as front­ 
ispiece to an edition of his works. 
M r. Dob­ 
son, in summing up, adds his testimony to 
the belief th at hat few English novels of 
manners, written since Fielding’s day, do not 
descend from -him as from their fount and 
«ource.

M orse is performing a much-needed work, for 


as onr m aterial prosperity has been wonder­ 
ful, our political life has been rapid and re­ 
morseless. 
For the subjects cf some cf the 
biographies, im portant as their influence was 
upon the destinies of tbe country ot eventful 
periods, the present generation cares little. 
The book now under discussion, however, 
treats of one who left such a m ark on his 
times and held the devotion, almost idolatry, 
of so great a number of his country, th at hiB 
mere name commands the attention and in­ 
terest of every American to-day. 
Tne brev­ 
ity of Mr. Lodge’s book, when wa consider 
also its careful trrsDg-m ent, skillful preser­ 
vation of the unities ■ f time, and clear, de­ 
tailed picture of the polHcal life of the period, 
ia most 
adm irable; for as the relation 
of W ehster’s public life compri.-es a history 
of a period iu the fife ot the U nited States 
big with weighty measures, each of which 
m acs a careful elucidation, so mere a sketch 
runs the risk of being little more than an in- 
d-x to the voluuiinou3 biographies extant. 
Mr. Lodge’s book is more ; it helps to under­ 
stand the estimate placed in those days on 
one man’s iutel'.ect and power that, in almost 
every grave question of finance or policy, vir- 
luilly brought victory or defeat as th at man 
willed. * Ia these days of more complex and 
subdivided government, a param ount influ­ 
ence is next to impossible. 
W ebster’s birth 
and parentage, his boyhood and youth, the 
devotion of his family to him, a few anec­ 
dotes to show the boy was father to the man, 
hie early oolitical lite, his constan’, rapid rise 
in hie pr fission—the law—are told concisely 
and well. 
HÍ3 Congressional experiencse, 
his appearance in the Senate, the scene 
of his greatest triumphs, the underlying 
causes for his defeats for Presidential nomi­ 
nation, his wonderful services in the National 
Bank question, his Rudden change of opinion 
of the American system of tariff, and the 
grand idea of complete American naiionality, 
the keynote of hia career, and the rock on 
which, indirectly, his fame finally split, are 
graphically, and often forcibly brought out. 
The circumstances leading up to the crises of 
his life, such as the Dartm outh College case, 
tee reply to Hayne and 7th of M arch speech, 
are told in etsffie’eat detail for the reader to 
gain a clear understanding of their points 
and importance, while Mr. Lodge does not 
hesitate to say that it was more often by pas­ 
sionate, emotional appeal, than by incontro­ 
vertible argument, tn at W ebster won his 
cases. 
W hile evidently an admirer of the 
man, 
Mr. 
Lodge 
gives 
fair, 
impartial 
criticisms of W ebster’d political acts and 
changes of opinion, and the results of the 
7th of M arch speech, the irretrievable mis­ 
take in a m agnifi’ent career, seem given with 
acute personal regre’, and a feeling of sad­ 
ness is communicated to the reader as the end 
draws near, that disappointment fitly sung 
by W hittier in his “ Ichabod : ” 
“ So fallen! so lost I the light withdrawn." 
Truly the glory had departed.

This is an anonymous “ society novel” of 
English fife, which has tho sovereign m erit 
of being readable.

“ No ; ” no aspirations, r.o noble deeds ; but, 
in the language of its own characters, it is
